Dawe stopped his truck, and no- 
ticing a small boy (great grand- 
son of the woman) sent him across 
‘the street to the Luongo Poultry 
Farm, to call the Wilmington Fire 
Department. He then dashed to the 
scene of the fire, and found Mrs. 
‘Hudson trying to rig a hose, and 
put out the fire, Mrs. Hudson in- 
formed Dawe that her mother, 
Mrs, Alda Catherine, 8 had just 
gone into the trailer, In an effort

to save her clothing, and some 
pictures of her family. 

The outside of the trailer was 
a mass of flame, with heavy 
smoke \pouring out, but Dawes did 
not hesitate one second he dashed 
inside, found the lady, clad in her 
nightclothes, and led her to safety 

The Wilmington Fire Depart- 
ment, responding quickly, had the 
fire out before any of the interior 
‘wais damaged, Damages were esti- 
mated at $300, all to the outside of 
the vehicle.

Red Cross Blood, heretofore 
always eligible to all persons, 
free of charge, is now to be giv- 
en only on a participation basis. 
This announcement has _ been 
made by the Blood Bank Center, 
in Boston, and by local Chapters, 
jincluding the Lowell Chapter. 
|The Lowell Chapter made the 
announcement on November 15, 
following a meeting’of the Great- 
er Lowell Blood Bank Commit- 
|tee. The new policy has beea 
made in agreement with the 
Massachusetts Medical Society.

Applications to the Red Cross 
for blood must state to which 
category the applicant belongs. 

Persons who do not belong to 
any of these categories can re- 
ceive blood from hospital blood 
banks by paying for the blood 
used, or—and this is preferred, 
by the family recruiting donors 
who will £0 to the hospital and 
give the blood need. 

The Lowell Chapter of the 
Red Cross has a standard of 20 
per cent participation, for in- 
dustries, or organizations, in or- 
der to get this protection of hav- 
ing free blood available. This, 
secording to Red Cross spokes- 
man, means that a lodge, or an 
industry, that wishes to protect 
its members must donate 20 
pints of blood-for every 100 per. 
sons in the organization. The in- 
dividual donors will also have tht 
members of their immediate fam 
ily protected, under this policy. 
If the organization should make 
a 30 percent quota the members 
of all families in that organiza- 
tion will be protected. 

Individual donors protect their 
own families, by this system. The 
term ‘own families” is taken to 
be the same as in the term used 
by the Bureau of Internal Re 
venue, that is, children, wife, etc. 
residing in the same domicile. A 
donation of one pint of blood, 
every 12 months, will afford this 
family an “insurance” of having 
blood at any time, if needed, free 
of charge.

ANNUAL BUDGET 


Ever since the Town Manager plan was voted, in Wilm- 
ington, we have had as a part of our laws a provision that 
a budget shall be submitted to the Board of Selectmen, and; 
the Finance Commitiee, by the 15th of December, a law that 
has never been observed. Last year, for instance, the so-called 
Gloucesterized Budget was submitted in February. ' 

TM Courtney has apparantly been putting in many hours in, 
the study of budgeting, for Wilmington, and he will submit 
something this year that we feel will have the approval of the 
Finance Committee, and the Selectmen. What is more, it will 
be submitted on time, or very close to the time required. 

‘Our Town Budget is being prepared on a basis of ease in 
understanding, and bookkeeping. It follows a system laid out 
by a well known company, in which there are code numbers, 
for classifications, and at the same time not so much that con-| 
fusion results. The budget will be in schedules, thus Schedule 
A will be approriation accounts in general, Schedule B_ will} 
be a classification of current expenses, and contractual services, 
Schedule C will be wages, showing appropriations, past and 
present, and Schedule D Capital Outlay Detail, in 
manner. 

Each of the subheads are to be number'ed, as we have said. To 
use an example, the number 2 will show Transportation Costs, and 
will be the same in all departments, Police, Fire, Highway, or what 
have you. Under 22 will appear 221, auto allowance, 222, auto main- 
tainance and operation, 223 travel expenses, and 224, other expenses. 
The Town Accounts books will be kept in such a manner that the 
totals for all departments will be readily available, for review or 
analysis. 

The proof of the pudding, of course, will be in the eating, and 
that event won't occur until the TM has finally submitted his bud- 
get. We are looking forward to that day.
